• There is no bag limit on the number or sex of the deer that can be taken. Deer taken legally on
North Manitou Island shall not count against the hunter’s regular deer season bag limit on the
mainland. Park rangers shall affix a special North Manitou Island deer seal to each legally
taken deer by the time the hunter leaves the island with the deer.
